We have had a trying month since the occurrence of the fire. The 
clean-up has been remarkably fast, the Viking Room, of course, hav¬ 
ing taken the longest time. The kitchen will not be ready for use for 
approximately another month. In the meantime it was necessary to 
move all the chairs and tables from the Viking Room, and all the 
dishes, downstairs. The Board appreciates the forebearance of the 
Danish Society in putting up with tables full of dishes along the back 
of the Dania Room. The Viking Room was re-opened on October 21 
and we -ink it looks great with its new decor; drop in any time and 
have a look — we think you’ll agree. 

The bottom line, however, is that the official report on the fire is 
“Break, Enter and Arson”. The report states that entry was gained 
through th ; kitchen window, and it appears that an inflammable sub¬ 
stance was set afire in the door-way of the kitchen. Fortunately, the 
kitchen air-conditioner which was installed only a few weeks before, 
drew the fire upwards in the kitchen and the smoke was visible from 
outside; otherwise it would have spread into the Viking Room, and 
it would have been some time before any smoke made its way 
outside. 

The kitchen has been stripped completely and new dry-wall put 
up. However, it was the kitchen which suffered the heaviest damage, 
and some of the equipment which has to be replaced had to be 
ordered from the east. This has set the completion date farther 
along than we had anticipated. 

A sheet flooring will be put down in the kitchen and storage 
areas, rather than tile, and the ruined doors on the pass-through to 
the Viking Room will be replaced with a wooden type to eliminate 
the rattling every time the back door is opened. We inquired about 
the possibility of installing a dumb waiter, but the cost was far too 
'high for the length of time we will be in our present building. It was 
therefore decided to put in a door through from the storage room to 
the main office; this will be kept locked except when it is necessary 
to carry dishes up or downstairs while a function is taking place in 
the Viking Room. 

FOOD OPERATION— 

With the opening of the Viking Room we will have Melitta back 
looking after the preparation of whatever it is possible for us to 
handle in the downstairs kitchen, as well as bringing in our bwn serv¬ 
ing staff. All we can report on our chef is that Byfrge Veiling was 
called into the Embassy in Copenhagen for an interview on October 
19th, but it looks as if it will still be another 4 to 5 weeks before he 
will be able to leave for Edmonton. 

CENTRE DEVELOPMENT- 

The committee is still involved in investigating possible locations 
for our Centre, but we know you appreciate that this is a time-con¬ 
suming project.

What can we say. The support you have given the Centre on this 
lottery has been beyond anything we expected and makes the hours 
of work worthwhile.

The Old-Time Accordion 
Championships at Kimberly, 
B.C., was a very successful event 
this year with lots of entries and 
many people who came just to 
see and listen. 

Three of the contestants 
were born in Norway — Agnar 
Tollefsen, now living in New 
Westminster; Arne Levanger, 
now living in Bremerton, Wash¬ 
ington; and Alan Valberg, now 
living in Calgary. Two contest¬ 
ants came from Sweden. 

The contestants were divided 
into six classes, and I am hoping 
there will some day be a 
seventh class — for two-row 
button accordion players. 

The competition lasted three 
days. 

I travelled by Greyhound bus 
this time. I found out that 
this Company was started by a 
couple of Swedes — Carl Eric 
Wickman and Andrew Ander¬ 
son — back around 1914 or so in 
Minnesota. I believe the first 
rides were about four miles long, 
and the fare was 15 cents one 
way, or 25 cents for the round 
trip. 

It is hard to imagine a nicer 
setting for an accordion contest 
than Kimberly. The main drag 
has been given some Bavarian 
decor, and of course the moun¬ 
tain scenery is first-class. After 
living in Edmonton it almost 
feels like coming back to Nor¬ 
way. Kimberly claims to have 
the largest cuckoo-clock in the 
world, if it is a cuckoo-clock, 
and they also have one of the 
finest ski-hills around. Only a 
minor detail went wrong last 
winter — they had no snow! 
Maybe they should have import¬ 
ed some from Norway. 

Betty Gall and Everett Larson 
from Saskatoon, and I, had the 
difficult job of being judges. I 
promised myself two years ago 
that I would never again be a 
judge at an accordion contest, 
but we know “the road to 
Niflheim is paved with good 
intentions”, if that has anything 
to do with it. Everett is Nor¬ 
wegian. This might bring to 
mind the words of Per Sivle that 
"there always has to be a Nor¬ 
wegian involved when Norway’s 
banner is to be chopped down”, 
but not so this time. Norwegians 
and the accordion go together 
like horse and carriage; they 
take to the accordion like a fish 
to water, or go together even 
like salt in the porridge, as they 


ed many beautiful numbers, 
mostly with a Finnish flavour, 
music never to be forgotten. It 
is maybe even wrong to sit and 
judge such music. It goes right 
to the heart, and has nothing to 
do with points. 

We heard a lot of the old 
standards and stand-bys. We can 
mention “Styrmanns-valsen”, 
“Hammarforsens brus”, “Sakki- 
jarven polkka” with two ’k’s’, 
“Jenny Lind polka”, etc. We 
also heard more international 
old-time music such as “Rosalind 
waltz” and “Beer Barrel polka”, 
pieces we Scandinavians often 
feel are on the borderline of 
what we call real old-time music. 

It all ended with Agnar Tollef¬ 
sen getting the finest prize, first 
in the professional class. His 
rendition of “Life in the Finland 
Woods” did it. 

A person would have been 
able to listen to accordion-play¬ 
ing practically around the clock 
during the three days the contest 
lasted. In the afternoons semi¬ 
nars were held at the Ski-Lodge, 
with demonstrations of old-time 
dancing, talks about the accordi¬ 
on, plus ripping one apart, and 
small concerts by Leo Aquino. 
Leo walks around squeezing a 
little thing made out of hard 
rubber that looks like a donut 
to get strength in his fingers. 
Personally I prefer donuts you 
can dip in your coffee and eat. 

The competition took place 
in McKim Auditorium in the 
evenings, and there was old-time 
dancing to accordion music in 
Happy Hans Kampground most 
4 of the night. When accordion 
players go out, they go all out! 

Bill Baerg, who is a guitarman 
himself, was the man behind it 
all, and Edwin Erickson was all 
over the place too. 

Personally, I am blessed with 
being able to hear a lot of 
accordion playing all through 
the year, and I am very much 
used to it. In Kimberly some 
people said they heard so much 
accordion music it was coming 
out of their ears, but most of 
us never hear enough of it be¬ 
cause no music is happier. 

I took some pictures — one 
of Agnar Tollefsen and Leo 
Aquino, outstanding performers 
at Kimberly. This photo clearly 
shows that you don’t have to 
have long hair to play well. One 
picture is of Alan Valberg and 
his five-row accordion, Norwegi¬ 
an system. He is an up and com-

used to say at home. Larson 
told me his people came from 
the shores of Mjosa, the largest 
lake in Norway. 

Old-time accordion music 
comes mainly from Scandinavia, 
even a Scotsman in kilts came 
on stage and did his rendition of 
“Kristiania-valsen” by Gotthard 
Erichsen, only he called it 
“Oslo-valsen” in the same book 
of music, so in Norway we call 
“Kristiania-valsen” and “Oslo- 
valsen” by those names. He 
probably didn’t know that, and 
as they say — what you don’t 
know won't hurt you. But the 
funny thing was that he got a 
laugh when he told the people 
that they call Kristiania-valsen 
for Oslo-valsen in Scotland. But 
he played well, so we had to 
forgive him for his mistake. 

The two Swedes — Veijo 
Laine and Esko Koskela — play-

program 

Scandinavian Seminar is now 
accepting applications for its 
study-abroad program in Den¬ 
mark, Finland, Norway, or 
Sweden for the academic year 
1978-79. This living-and-learning 
experience is designed for col¬ 
lege students, graduates and oth¬ 
er adults who want to become 
part of another culture while 
learning a second language. 

An initial 3 weeks' language 
course, followed by a family 
stay whenever possible, will give 
the student opportunity to prac¬ 
tise the language on a daily 
basis and to share in the life of 
the community. For the major 
part of the year he is separated 
from his fellow North American 
students, living and studying 
- among Scandinavians at a 
“People’s College" (residential 
school for continuing adult edu¬ 
cation) or some other special¬ 
ized institution. 

All Seminar students partici¬ 
pate in the Introductory, Mid¬ 
year and Final Sessions, where 
matters related to their studies, 
experiences and individual pro¬ 
gress are reviewed and discussed. 
The focus of the Scandinavian 
Seminar program is an Independ¬ 
ent Study Project in the stu¬ 
dent’s own field of interest. 

The fee, covering tuition, 
room, board, one-way group 
transportation from New York 
and all course-connected travels 
in Scandinavia is $3,800. A 
limited number of scholarship 
loans is available.

New transport 
plan for Norway 

A new transport plan for 
Norway has just been presented. 

It took 5 years to produce it, 
and since it recommends wide¬ 
spread changes, it has already 
produced a lively debate. 

One of its main recommenda¬ 
tions is that fares and duties on 
transport services be increased 
relatively highly so that trans¬ 
port subsidies can be reduced. 

This in turn could lead to in¬ 
creased investments for the ben¬ 
efit of railroads and motoring 
roads. Another recommendation 
is to increase gas and mileage 
charges, thus allowing a reduc¬ 
tion in import and annual tax 
charges on automobiles. 

The committee recommends 
the abolition of four branch 
railways, and the conversion of 
some to goods-only traffic. The 
coastal express boat route be¬ 
tween Bergen and Kirkenes is 
recommended for retention with 
some operational changes.
